STATE  COLORED  NORMAL  SCHOOL, 
FAYETTEVILLE. 


■    HISTORY. 


This  institution  was  established  by  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  under  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1876-77, 
for  the  training  of  teachers  for  the  colored  schools  of  the  State. 
It  has  completed  nineteen- school  years  offline  months  each,  in 
which  there  has  been  enrolled  889  different  pupils,  from  sixty- 
six  counties  of  the  State. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-six  (126)  have  completed  tho 
prescribed  course.  Of  this  number  only  a  few  have  failed  to 
devote  themselves  to  the  educational  work.  A  large  number 
of  the  undor-graduates  also  engago  in  teaching.  The  character 
of  this  work  is  exerting  a  beneficial  influence  for  good  through- 
out the  State. 

LOCATION. 

The  school  is  located  at  Fayetteville,  on  the  Cape  Fear 
River.  Fayetteville  is  a  very  healthy  and  pleasant  town, 
accessible  by  rail  from  Wilmington  and  by  the  Cape  Fear  and 
Yadkin  Valley  Railway  from  Greensboro  via  Sanford,  where 
connection  is  made  with'  the  Raleigh  and  Augusta  Railroad. 
Also  by  the  Southern  extension  of  the  Cape  Fear  and  Yadkin 
Valley  Railway  to  Maxton,'where  connection  is  ma«le  with  the 
Carolina  Central  Railroad,  and  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  from 
Wilson. 

The  school  is  taught  in  a  large  and  commodious  building, 
furnished  free  of  rent  by  the  colored  people  of  Fayetteville. 

NATURE  AND  DESIGN. 

A  Normal  School  is  neither  a  college,  a  law,  nor  a  theologi- 
cal school,  but  a  school  for  the  thorough  instruction  and  systematic 
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training  of  students  who  wish  to  become  teachers;  hence  the  design 
of  this  school  is 

I.  Thorough  instruction  in  all  the  branches  required  to  bo 
taught  in  the  public  schools  of  the  State. 

II.  The  best  methods  of  teaching  these  branches  and  gov- 
erning the  schools,  and 

III.  The  cultivation  of  the  habit  of  thinking  clearly  and 
systematically,  and  the  practice  of  delivering  the  thoughts  and 
explanations  in  a  lucid  and  pleasant  manner.  To  accomplish 
this  our  courso  of  study,  practice  in  teaching,  professional 
library. and  rhetorical  exorcises  are  admirably  adapted. 

QUALIFICATIONS  OF  A  GOOD  TEACHER. 

1st-  .Good  health,  good  common  sense  and  sound  judg- 
ment. 

2nd.  A  thorough  knowledge  of  the  branches  ho  proposes 
to  teach. 

3rd,  Aptness  to  teach.  Ho  may  be  rich  in  knowledge, 
but  it  will  bo  of  little  value  to  his  pupils  unless  he  has  the  skill 
of  communicating  it  to  them. 

4th.  Perfect  solf-control.  Ho  cannot  govern  others  when 
unablo  to  govorn  himself. 

5lh.  Love  for  his  calling.  Any  work  is  easily  done  when 
prompted  by  love.     Whatever  one  does  willingly  is  no  trouble. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

Oral  and  Written  Examinations  of  all  the  Students  will  be 
hold  during  tho  first  week  of  each  term,  and  Public  Examina- 
tion and  Exhibition  annually,  at  tho  close  of  the  session. 

CERTIFICATES. 

Students  who  complete  tho  course  of  study  proscribed  for 
the  third  year,  and  whoso  deportment,  while  members  of  the 
school,  has  been  satisfactory,  will  receive  certificates  of  recom- 
mendation as  teachers  for  Public  Schools.  Those  who  completo 
tho  studios  of  tho  Junior  and  Middle  years  will  be  entitled  to 
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receive  certificates  of  higher  grade.     Those  who  complete  the 
prescribed  course  satisfactorily  will  be  entitled  to  Diplomas. 

LIBRARY,  APPARATUS,  ETC. 

The  school  has  a  small  but  well-selected  Library,  including 
the  Encyclopaedia  Britanica,  and  is  supplied  with  the  necessary 
Maps  and  Globes;  Musical,  Historical  and  Writing  charts;  and 
in  addition  to  these,  a  set  of  apparatus  for  the  illustration  of 
Physics  or  Natural  Philosophy. 

SOCIETIES. 

The  Normal  Literary  Society,  which  meets  Friday  evening 
of  each  week,  and  the  Normal  Band  of  Hope  (Temp),  which 
meets  monthly,  are  Societies  formed  among  the  students  and 
subject  to  their  own  control,  under  the  supervision  of  the  teach- 
ers. They  are  excellent  means  for  drill  in  parliamentary  usage 
and  business  habits. 

NON-SECTARIAN. 

The  school  is  not  conducted  in  the  interest  of  any  religious 
denomination  or  any  political  party.  The  teachers  belong  to 
different  churches,  and  students,  while  expected  to  attend  some 
church,  are  allowed  to  make  their  own  choice.  All  the  leading 
denominations  are  represented  by  churches  in  town.

We  ail-,  in  a  measure,  responsible  to  the  Btate  tor  tie 
ter  and  equipment  ol  each  pupil  graduated  from  the  school. 
This  being  '!><'  case,  we  are  compelled  to  exerciae  the  moal  rigid 
scrutiny  in  reference  to  both  tin-.' .  and  offenses,  that  in  a  mere 
acadomlc  institution  might  !••■  passed  over  lightly,  here  arc 
viewed  rather  as  Indicating  the  unfitness  of  the  offender  for 
taking  oharge  of  and  training  the  children  of  the  State.     In 

this  way  it  sometime!   happen-  that    pupil-  a!  i  to  with- 

draw from  the  ichool,  or  are  even   dismissed,  when  no  very 
serious  ohargeaare  brought  against  them.    They  have  merely 

COnvinOOd   111   that    they   an   not    suitahle   person*  to    enter  the 

profession  of  teaching. 

Nil  publieity  is  given  to  inch  cases.  Nor  is  our  action  ever 
taken  with  a  view  of  punishing  the  offenders 

Our  aim  lias  constantly  been  to  appeal  to  the  nobler  natures 
of  our  stiulents  in  order  to  secure  compliance  with  the  regula- 
tions of  the  ichool,    Our  rules  prohibit  what  is  ungentlemaaly 
nr  unladylike  ami  disorderly,  ami  require  only  what  i-  n< 
saryto  provide  tor  the  mental,  moral  ami  physical  welfare  of  all. 

HKNKRAI.   IIKMAKK-. 

The  enrollment  of  tin'  session  ha-  been  the  largest  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  Institution,    The  ichool  baa  enjoyed,  -luring  the 

liiist    session,  the   moral    Support   of  all    1  the   people  of 
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the  city,  community  and  section,  which  has  proven  an  invalua- 
ble stimulus  to  both  the  teachers  and  students,  in  the  earnest 
prosecution  of  the  work  undortakon.  While  the  school  has 
been,  throughout  the  session,  largely  attended,  numbers  have, 
by  no  means,  been  the  object  sought  or  the  end  in  view.  The 
one  aim  of  the  teachers,  from  beginning  to  finish,  has  been  thor- 
oughness, thoroughness.  Carefully  conducted  reviews  in  English 
Grammar,  Arithmetic,  History,  etc.,  as  well  as  in  tho  higher 
studies  of  tho  advanced  classes,  have  received  special  promi- 
nence, from  time  to  time,  throughout  tho  session.  In  carrying 
out  this  idea  of  thoroughness  wo  have  added  interest  in  study 
and  efficiency  generally  in  tho  work  of  the  institution. 

With  the  advantages  which  are  offorod  here  for  training  and 
oquiping  teachers,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  County  Examiners  and 
other  friends  of  the  Normal  School,  may  bo  ready  to  advise 
those  who  are  earnestly  striving  to  make  themselves  good  teach- 
ers to  onter  somo  of  tho  departments  of  tho  school. 

It  may,  also,  be  suggested,  in  all  kindness,  that  none  be  rec- 
ommended who  aro  not  physically,  mentally  and  morally  fitted 
for  tho  profession.  Tho  fact  that  a  candidate  has  failed  at  an 
examination  is,  alone,  hardly  evidence  that  ho  should  come  to 
tho  Normal  School.  Whilo  it  is  our  aim,  by  faithful  effort,  to 
fit  our  students  for  the  work  of  teaching,  oven  here  wo  cannot 
work  miracles. 

A  cordial  invitation  is  extended  to  tho  teachers  of  this  sec- 
tion of  tho  State  to  spend  as  much  of  their  unemployed  time 
with  us  as  they  can  thus  use  pleasantly  and  profitabJy.  They 
will  be  mado  welcome  for  a  day,  a  week,  a  month,  or  a  year. 

Tho  Normal  School  is  open  to  inspection  at  all  times,  and 
teachers  and  frionds  of  education  are  cordially  invited  to  visit 
it  at  their  convenionco.

APPENDIX. 


TEACHER'S  INSTITUTE. 

In  response  to  a  call  of  the  Principal  of  the  Normal  School, 
the  teachers  of  the  city  schools  of  Fayetteville,  with  those  of 
the  district  schools  of  Cumborlnnd  and  adjacent  counties, 
assembled  at  the  Normal  School  building  on  Saturday,  Febru- 
ary 29th,  1896,  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.,  and  organized  a  Teacher's 
Institute.  Meetings  of  the  Instituto  wore  held  on  each  alter- 
nate Saturday  until  April  27th,  when  daily  sessions  were  held 
for  a  period  of  two  weeks.     It  closed  on  the  8th  of  May. 

From  beginning  to  end  the  Institute  was  largely  attended  by 
the  teachers  of  the  surrounding  section.  The  pastors  of  the 
different  churches  of  Fayettevillo  and  vicinity  did  not  only  give 
their  moral  support  to  the  Institute,  but  also  their  presence. 
This  encouragement  of  the  ministers  was  as  highly  appreciated 
by  the  teachers  as  it  was  inspiring  to  thorn. 

THE  WORK  OF  THE  INSTITUTE. 

The  latest  and  best  approved  methods  of  teaching  the  branches 
usually  taught  in  the  Free  Public  Schools  of  the  State,  inclu- 
ding those  embraced  in  a  First  Grade  Teacher's  Certificate, 
were  presented,  illustrated  and  discussed  daily.  In  addition  to 
the  regular  routine  work  of  the  Institute,  each  day's  session 
was  favored  with  a  literary  programme  of  fifteen  or  twenty 
minutes.  The  interest  of  the  Institute  was  very  greatly 
increased  by  the  excellent  Papers,  which  were  presented  by 
different  teachers  daily. 

Ablo  and  most  admirable  addresses  were  delivered  to  the 
teachers  of  the  Institute  at  different  times  by  Hon.  R.  P.  Bux- 
ton, Dr.  W.  C.  McDuffie,  Rev.  Dr.  Nash,  Rev.  P.  J.  Jordan,  Prof. 
Edward  Evans,  Rev.  G.  W.  Moore,  Mr.  H.  McD.  Robinson,  Rev. 
P.  L.  Cuyler,  Rev.  C.  A.  G.  Thomas,  Rev.  L.  E.  Fairley,  G.  O. 
Scurlock,  Esq.,  and  Rev.  A.  McCullum.

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There  wore  onrolled  in  the  Institute  one  hundred  aud  fifteen 
toachers  and  candidates  aspiring  to  become  teachers.  Tho 
teachers  represent  ton  counties  in  the  State.  There  were  also 
teachers  in  attendance  from  two  other  States.  Among  tho 
attendants  upon  the  Institute  wore  graduates  from  Lincoln, 
Shaw,  and  Hiddlo  Universities;  Livingstone  and  Bennett  Col- 
leges, Scotia  Seminary  as  well  as  from  a  number  of  the  State 
Normal  and  other  schools.  Tho  subjects  presented  to  the 
Institue  were  thoroughly  prepared,  the  illustrations  apt,  the 
discussions  short  and  pointed.  Thus  tho  interest  awakoncd  in 
the  beginning  of  the  work  of  the  Institute  was  not  allowed  to 
wane,  but  it  waxed  into  enthusiasm  as  it  advanced.  The  one 
expression  of  all  tho  attendants  upon  the  Institute  was  that 
all  had  been  stimulated  to  more  diligent  application  and  that 
each  would  be  better  prepared  to  prosecute  tho  important  work 
of  teaching.
